Were Alexander Buchanan and Sarah (Buchanan) Fulton of 
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When Thomas Buchanan of Cumberland County, Pennsylvania died in 1823, he 
probably did not realize that although he had many children, he would leave no fur- 
ther descendants. Of Thomas’s ten offspring, eight died without living children or 
grandchildren before 1863. The remaining two, Mary and Jane, were spinsters. 
Thomas Buchanan’s immediate family became a genealogical dead end. However, 
the wills of Mary and Jane, his last two living children, are full of genealogical in- 
formation. Examining the recipients of their property shows familial connections 
between Thomas’ family; the Buchanans of Crawford County, Pennsylvania; and 
the Campbells of St. Louis, Missouri. Jane’s will also provides a tantalizing sugges- 
tion for the wife of Robert McCune of Cumberland County, Pennsylvania—a mys- 
tery which has perplexed McCune researchers for years. 


The Crawford County Connections 


Mary, the first of Thomas Buchanan’s two remaining daughters to die, left 
$1,000 to be divided between the children of an Alexander Buchanan of Crawford 
County.! This Alexander Buchanan was the son of Alexander Buchanan Sr. who 
died in 1810, leaving seven minor children.? Mary’s sister Jane left money to Har- 
riet who was Alexander Sr.’s daughter-in-law and the widow of his son Robert Bu- 
chanan of Cincinnati.*? An unsourced lineage published in 1891 suggested that Al-

exander Buchanan Sr. was the brother of Thomas Buchanan.‘ If this is true, then 
by leaving money to Harriet Buchanan and the children of Alexander Buchanan Jr., 
Jane and Mary were leaving money to their cousin Robert’s widow (Harriet) and 
their cousin Alexander’s children. 

Jane’s and Mary’s bequests support the sibling relationship between Thomas 
and Alexander Buchanan Sr. Further evidence of this relationship appeared in a 
journal entry written by a nephew of Thomas and Alexander who called them both 
his uncles.® 

The sisters’ wills also give clues to another Crawford County family mentioned in 
the 1891 lineage. According to the lineage, Thomas and Alexander Buchanan Sr. 
had an unnamed sister who married Thomas Fulton in Ireland and moved to Craw- 
ford County.® Mary’s 1884 will gave money to “the female portion of the Powell fami- 
ly, grandchildren of Sarah Fulton of Crawford County, Pennsylvania,” thus provid- 
ing a given name to this unnamed sister.? Sarah and Thomas Fulton left Donagh, 
Haddee, Tyrone County, Ireland for America sometime after 24 May 1792 when 
they received a letter from their church in Ireland testifying to their character.® 
Thomas Fulton’s will included two daughters: Jean Buchanan Fulton (highlighting 
the Buchanan connection), and Isabella who married Thomas Powell.? So Mary’s

The Connection to the Campbells of St. Louis, Missouri 


Jane’s will points to yet another Buchanan sibling. She left silverware and a 
family portrait to Mary Campbell of Saint Louis, Missouri. The unsourced lineage 
listed a Buchanan sibling named Sarah who married Mr. Campbell of County Ty- 
rone, Ireland.!° Could this be true? The book declared that Mr. Campbell had two 
sons named Hugh and Robert who immigrated to the United States, both of them 
ending up in St. Louis, Missouri.!! However, the Buchanan sibling named Sarah ac- 
tually married Thomas Fulton, and, while not impossible, it is unlikely that they 
had another sister named Sarah. Further research showed that Hugh and Robert 
Campbell’s parents were Hugh Campbell and Elizabeth Buchanan of Tyrone Coun- 
ty, Ireland.!2 The younger Hugh married Mary Kyle, most likely the Mary Campbell 
of Saint Louis, Missouri mentioned in Jane’s will, as Hugh and Mary had no chil- 
dren, and when Robert died in 1879 he only had three living children—all sons.!8 

Hugh and Robert had a brother Andrew who had remained in Ireland but visited 
America in 1850. In Andrew’s trip journal, he described a visit to his Buchanan re- 
lations, mentioning his “Uncle Alexander” and “Uncle Thomas.” This supports Alex- 
ander and Thomas Buchanan being his mother’s brothers. !4

Possible Clue to the Mother of Thomas McCune 


Jane’s will holds yet another clue, this one to the McCune family, when she gave 
money to “Sarah|,] Margaret & Elizabeth McCune residing on the Turnpike near 
Shippensburg Penn.” Jane also gave Sarah McCune a small vase. Sarah, Margaret, 
and Elizabeth were the daughters of Thomas McCune.1 At the time Jane’s will was 
written in 1882, five of Thomas McCune’s children were living at his ancestral 
home: Sarah Jane McCune, Margaretta McBeth McCune (also known as Margaret), 
Catharine Elizabeth McCune (also known as Elizabeth), William Buchanan McCu- 
ne, and James Neely McCune.!° Jane’s will left $100 each to Sarah Jane, Margaret- 
ta, and Catharine Elizabeth. She did not leave any money to her male McCune 
cousins—which was not unusual. Jane and her sister tended to favor females over 
males in their wills, especially unmarried or widowed females. 

What possible relationship could the Buchanans have had with the Thomas 
McCune family of Shippensburg? Unfortunately, Jane’s will does not mention the 
connection between her and the McCunes, but two clues from other sources show 
that it was probably a familial connection. The first of these clues appeared in a 
1931 Nebraska newspaper article which describes how an antique grandfather clock 
once owned by Thomas Buchanan of Cumberland County, Pennsylvania had been 
passed down to the Alexander McCune family of Otoe County, Nebraska.!7 Alexan- 
der McCune was the grandson of Thomas McCune of Shippensburg.!®

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The second clue appeared in the middle names of Thomas McCune of Shippens- 
burg’s children. Thomas’s son James Neely McCune was named after the family of 
his wife, Jane Ann Neely.!9 His daughter Margaretta McBeth McCune was named 
after his wife’s mother, Margaret McBeth.2° Since he used both his wife’s and her 
mother’s surnames as middle names for his children, he reasonably would also use 
his own mother’s surname for one of his children’s middle names. His son William 
had Buchanan as a middle name—William Buchanan McCune.?! While both Thom- 
as’ mother and grandmother’s names remain elusive, his mother would have been 
the same generation as the Buchanan siblings. If his mother was another Buchanan 
sibling, then Thomas’s daughters whom Jane Buchanan named in her will were 
Jane’s cousin’s children, thus fitting the pattern of other family members she and 
her sister left bequests to in their wills. So far, definitive proof of this theory has not 
been found, but the indications are it is likely Thomas McCune’s mother was anoth- 
er Buchanan sibling.??

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Figure 1 on the following page shows a chart of the relationships between Jane 
and Mary Buchanan and some of the people they gave gifts to in their wills. The fa- 
ther of the Buchanan siblings is tentatively identified as Robert Buchanan based on 
two unsourced lineages from the late 1890s.22 A genealogical summary of the pro- 
posed Buchanan relationships mentioned in this article follows the chart. 


Conclusion 


The wills of sisters Mary and Jane Buchanan gave the clues which helped an- 
swered our original question—were Alexander Buchanan, Sarah (Buchanan) Ful- 
ton, Elizabeth (Buchanan) Campbell, Thomas Buchanan, and the wife of Robert 
McCune siblings? The information contained in the sister’s wills helped show that 
there were familial relationships among these people, and further research helped 
show the relationships. Alexander, Sarah, Elizabeth, and Thomas were siblings, 
and the wife of Robert McCune was probably related to them and was also likely a 
sibling.

1. Thomas McCune, born 27 Feb 1788 in Cumberland Co., PA; died 7 May 1845 
and buried in Shippensburg, PA.!°! He married first Sarah Fulton 7 October 
1822 in Newville, Pennsylvania!°? and second Jane Ann Neely between 1828 
and 1831.108 

2. John McCune, died between 2 May 1828-19 January 1829;!% married first 
Elizabeth Glen 26 March 1818 in Middle Spring, PA! and second Sarah Glen 
before 1829.10 


100 Robert had two sons in the 1790 census. One of them would have been Thomas, who was born in 
1788. Robert Jr. was born about 1794, so he can't be the other son, leaving John as a strong possibil- 
ity for the son living with Robert in 1790. However, the possibility remains that John was the son of 
Robert’s second wife. Robert Jr. may also be a son of Buchanan, but that is unclear at this 
time. For Robert Senior’s other children, see Kilbride, “The Family of Robert McCune of Cumberland 
County,” pp. 3138-321. They were not included in the current article since it is unknown which of 
Robert’s wives were their mother.
